Aside from 
local media, a battalion of in¬ 
ternal anal press will be ar¬ 
riving to record the 
manarchs 1 visit 

The official welcome to 
the island will take place on 
LG. Smith Boulevard, in 
front of the Parliament and 
Government Building at 
10:00 AM tomo rro w morn¬ 
ing. HRM King Willem- 
Alexander and HRM Queen 
Maxima will be greeted by an 
honor guard of the Royal 
Dutch Marines as well as 
Governor Refunjol and Prime 
Minister Em an of Aruba. The 
public is encouraged to attend 
and there is no fee. L.G 
Smith Boulevard will be 
cl a s e d o f£ F oil owing th e o f- 
ficial greeting m the presence 
of local and visiting digni¬ 
taries, the royals will then 
meet with members of parlia¬ 
ment and the Cabinet of Min¬ 


isters. 

An afternoon program ti¬ 
tled "Show the King" will 
showcase the artistic and in¬ 
tellectual prowess of Aruba's 
youth Over the past month, a 
contest was conducted of 
photographs taken on smart- 
phones, demonstrating " What 
is your vision of Aruba in 
twenty years?" Participants 
were asked to include an ex¬ 
planation of their image in no 
more than 250 words Six 
photographs have been se¬ 
lected for exhibition, and the 
photographer of the image 
selected as the best will have 
an opportunity to discuss 
their photograph with HRM 
King Willem-Alexander and 
Queen Maxima. The contest 
was open to islanders from 
the ages of 14 through 24 

The exposition of the pho¬ 
tos will be at the S ant a There- 
sita Center in San Nicolas. 
The principal part of the pro¬ 
gram is a debate between stu¬ 
dents of the University of 
Aruba and the Youth Parlia¬ 
ment, which consists of sec¬ 
ondary school students on the 
same topic. They will present 
their arguments in teams of 
four each.

CHICAGO (AFP) - Resi¬ 
dents sifted through piles of 
rubble Monday as they re¬ 
covered from violent torna¬ 
do es that lipped through four 
midwestem US states, killing 
at least eight people and in¬ 
juring dozens 

An unusually powerful 
fall storm spawned reports of 
S1 twisters in Illinois, Indi¬ 
ana, Kentucky and Ohio on 
Sunday along with powerful 
winds and heavy ram which 
soaked a dozen states. 

Homes were smashed into 
rubble, cars and trucks were 
tossed into the air, trees were 
ripped out of the ground and 
downed power lines left hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of people 
in the dark. 

In the hard-hit town of 
Washington, Illinois Michelle 


Cumrine came back from a 
trip to find that her house was 
completely gone. 

A lot of people have a 
pile of rubble still," Cumrine 
said m disbelief as she stared 
at the destruction "I don't 
have anything It's gone. I 
don't blow where it went" 
Illinois Governor Pat 
Quinn declared a state of 
emergency in seven counties 
where hundreds of homes 
and business were destroyed 
and six of the storm's fatali¬ 
ties were reported. 

“As we pray for tire families 
of those who have lost their 
lives and others who are in¬ 
jured the state of Illinois will 
do everything necessary to help 
these communities recover," 
Quinn said in a statement

Department of Public Health advises: Music noise or 
sound during Carnival? Be aware! (Part2) 



ORANJE5TAD - A multi¬ 
disciplinary group working 
under management of the 
Aruba Public Health Depart¬ 
ment continues with its bul¬ 
letins regarding hearing care. 
In 2009, during the San Nico¬ 
las and Dranjestad Grand 
Cam aval Parades, the decibel 
levels and negative impact 
was 1 nv ento ri e d The re suit 1 s 
that all musical bands were 
producing a sound level of 
100 dB(A) or mare. 

Scientifically, it is deter¬ 
mined that if someone is ex¬ 
posed to a sound level of 30 
decibels (3D dB(A) for a pe¬ 
riod of S hours or greater, it is 
highly likely it is hazardous 
for the ears, and will cause 
some dam age D epending o n 
the length of the parade, the 
music and dm during Car- 
naval parades must be re¬ 
duced Id a responsible level. 


Another important factor is 
that after being exposed to a 
loud noise, the hearing needs 
a considerable time to recu¬ 
perate To achieve tins, indi¬ 
viduals must be m an 
environment where they are 
not exposed to hard noise for 
at least S hours 

What does tins means for 
us m connection with Car- 
naval? 

Because the sound level 
measured in 3009 was 100 
dB(A) or more, it means that 
an individual may only be ex¬ 
posed to that noise for ap¬ 
proximately 1 minute and 
perhaps a few seconds This 
to avoid damage to the inner 
ear, and nerves and tissues lo¬ 
cated there 

Once an individual is ex¬ 
posed to Soud noise, the hear¬ 
ing will be damaged slowly 
but surely. To achieve a re¬ 


sponsible level of sound, a 
techm cal acti a n must b e intro - 
duced Tins means reducing 
the time an individual is ex¬ 
posed to the noise of musical 
bands and the use of ear pro¬ 
tection, i.e. 'earplugs’ or ar- 
th op 1 asti c devi ce, (ear mo 1 d, 
hearing aid, earplug and many 
other products made depend¬ 
ing on the anatomy of the pa¬ 
tient's ear). Tins will 
drastically reduce damaging 
aspect of laud sounds. 

In order to get a permit 
from the government for any 
musical event, including Car- 
naval, it is required to have a 
sound level of no mare than 
95 dB(A). Louder than that is 
not allowed. 

A sound level of 95 dB(A) 
gives a good audio quality for 
the consumer, but again, still 
damaging over a long tune. 
Tins means that an individual 
watching a Cam aval parade 
must use a hearing protection 
device By using earplugs ac¬ 
cordingly, the noise will be 
reduced by an additional 15 
dB(A) or mare. 

Once exposed to damag¬ 
ing noise, recovery can be 
considerable if they ears are 
allowed to rest in a quiet en¬ 
vironment far at least 3 
hours. 

We must protect our ears, 
not only while in the midst of 


the Caniaval parades , but 
also beforehand, when, quite 
often, loud music is being 
played along the route All 
those attending Carnaval 
ev ent s, sp e ctators, gr o up s 
and musicians, must use 
some kind of ear protection 
Be aware of the conse¬ 
quences of loud noise and 
what it will do to your hear¬ 
ing in the long term/

Rights groups

Migrant workers, mostly 
from South or Southeast 
Asia, suffer "alarming" lev¬ 
els of exploitation, includ¬ 
ing non-payment of wages 
and hazardous working con¬ 
ditions as they toil to ready 
World Cup infrastructure, a 
new Amnesty report, said 

Sulias Chakma, director 
of New Delhi-based Asian 
Centre for Human Rights, 
echoed Amnesty’s conclu¬ 
sions m its own report Mon¬ 
day, saying treatment of 
workers m the world's 
weal finest nation per capita 
was "inhuman" 

Tliere has been an explo¬ 
sion in poverty-stricken mi¬ 
grants heading to Qatar 
where a construction boom 
is underway to ready the 
tiny gas-rich nation for the 
World Cup 

The preparafions provide 
"an opportunity to expose 
the treatment of migrant 
workers by a rich nation",

US top court denies challenge 
to state's death penalty law 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - De¬ 
spite dissent from two jus¬ 
tices, the US Supreme Court 
Monday refused to review a 
state law that allows a judge 
to impose the death penalty 
even if the jury rules other¬ 
wise. 

The country's tap court re- 
jected the appeal of Maria 
Dion Woodward, who was 
sentenced to death by an Al¬ 
abama judge after a jury de¬ 
cided, si gilt votes to four, that 
he should instead face life in 
jail without the possibility of 
parale. 

However, progressive jus¬ 
tices Soma Sotomayor and 
Stephen Breyer said file court 
should have taken the case. 

'Since Alabama adopted 
its current statute (in 19S1), 
its judges have imposed 
death sentences on 95 defen¬ 
dants contrary to a jury's ver¬ 
dict," Soto may or said. 

The state is one of three 


’with similar laws, also in¬ 
cluding Delaware and 
Florida, but Alabama is the 
only one to implement it in 
the last decade. 

''Forty-three of these defen¬ 
dants reman on death row today. 
Because 1 harbor deep concerns 
about whether fins practice of¬ 
fends She Sixth and Eighth 
Amendments, I would grant 
Woodward's petition for certio¬ 
rari, so that the Court could give 
this issue file dose attention that 
it deserves," she said. 

Woodward, an African 
American, was found guilty 
□f murdering a police officer 
in 2Q06 by a jury that in¬ 
cluded five African Ameri¬ 
cans and which 
recommended life in prison 
because of extenuating cir¬ 
cumstances Woodward was 
abused as a child and is him¬ 
self a father of five, accord¬ 
ing to documents presented 
to file court. 


Philippines' SI bn loan pledges 
for post-typhoon rebuilding 


MANILA (AFP) - The 
Philippines has received loan 
pledges totalling one billion 
dollars to help rebuild areas 
ravaged by Super Typhoon 
Haiyan, after the World Bank 
Monday matched an Asian 
Development Bank offer. 

In a statement, the World 
Bank said $500 million was 
"being finalised to support re¬ 
construction" following the 
devastating storm that tare 
through the disaster-prone 
c Dmitry's c entral i si and s. 

“We are committed to sup¬ 
porting the government in its 
effort to recover and rebuild, 
and to help Filipinos 
strengthen their resilience 
against increasingly frequent 
extreme weather events," 
World Bank President Jim 
Yong Kim said. 

The financial assistance 
was m response to a govern¬ 
ment request, the statement 
added, and came after the 
ADB last week said it stood 
ready to provide a $500 mil¬ 
lion emergen cy loan. 


"We are working in close 
collaboration with the gov¬ 
ernment and all other interna¬ 
tional agencies to provide 
hope and rebuild the lives of 
more than 11 million people 
affected by what is being de¬ 
scribed as one of the Philip¬ 
pines' worst ever natural 
disasters," ADB President. 
Takelnko Nakaa said 
Wednesday. 

The ADB made the pledge 
as it said $23 million in 
grants was h eing provided for 
immediate relief assistance.

She will be released an bail 
of two million rubles ($(51,400, 
45,500 euros), Gre enp eac e 
said, citing the ruling of the 
Kali mil sky court in Russia's 
second city of Saint Peters¬ 
burg 

"She may be released on 
bail, but she is still charged 
with hooliganism, the charge 
of piracy has not been offi¬ 
cially withdrawn, and there¬ 
fore she still faces maybe 20 
years in jail for a crime she 
didn't commit," Greenpeace's 
Mads Christensen said in a 
statement. 

The 30 activists from IS 
countries were first charged 
with piracy, which carries a 
maximum sentence of 15 
years The charges were later 
changed to hooliganism, 
which carries a punishment of 
up to seven years. 

But, m another sign of hope

Long use of birth 
control pill could 
boost glaucoma risk 
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WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Women who have taken birth 
control pill5 for three years or 
more face twice the risk a f de¬ 
veloping the eye disease glau¬ 
coma, atop cause of blindness, 
researchers sad Monday. 

The study was based on 
survey answers by 3,4 Od 
women over age 40 in the 
United States, and was pre¬ 
sented at the annual meeting of 
the American Academy of 
Ophthalmology m New Or¬ 
leans 

Women who said they had 
used oral contraceptives for 
more than three years were 
0.05 times as likely to report a 
diagnosis of glaucoma as 
women who had not taken the 
pill 

It did not matter which land 
of oral contraceptives the 
women used, researchers said 


Glaucoma is a ds sease that 
affects the optic nerve, if un¬ 
treated, it can cause people to 
lose their peripheral vision 
over time and eventually their 
straight-ahead vision, too 
“This study should he an 
impetus for future research to 
prove the cause and effect of 
oral contraceptives and glau¬ 
coma" said Shan Lin, lead re¬ 
searcher and professor of 
dim cal ophthalmology at the 
University of California San 
Francisco. 

"At tins point, women who 
have taken oral contracep¬ 
tives for three or more years 
should be screened for glau¬ 
coma and followed closely by 
an o phtti aim ol o gi st, e sp eci ally 
if they have any other existing 
risk factors." 

While this study stopped 
short of establishing a causal 
link between the pill and glau¬ 
coma, previous research has 
shown that estrogen may have 
a significant role m the devel¬ 
opment of glaucoma 

Known risk factors for the 
eye disease include African 
Am eric an-ethnicity, family 
history of glaucoma, history of 
increased eye pressure and ex¬ 
isting vision problems 

There is no cure for glau¬ 
coma but with e arly interven¬ 
tion it can often be controlled 
tf no u gh m edi ■: ah on and/or sur¬ 
gery

The 31-year-old housewife 
from Bekasi in West Java 
province is the Id 3rd fatality 
from the virus in Southeast 
Asia's biggest nation, the min¬ 
istry said m a statement seen 
Monday. 

She came down with a fever 
last week and the turd flu virus 
w r as diagnosed but she died be¬ 
fore medics could get her to a 
hospital for specialised treat¬ 
ment, it said. 

Officials suspect she con¬ 
tracted the virus either from a 
pet bird in her house Dr from 
coming into contact with poul¬ 
try m her neighbourhood, it 
added in a statement.

Google, Microsoft step up efforts 
to block online child porn 



Google to pay $17 mn 
in privacy settlement 



LONDON (AFP) - Google 
said Monday it had developed 
new technology to block child 
pom from more than 100,000 
unique searches, ahead of talks 
with British Prime Minister 
David Cameron who has been 
pushing for action oil indecent 
images online. 

Cameron hailed Google's 
move as "significant progress", 
even if campaigners noted it 
affects only a fraction of the 
1.2 trillion Google searches 
conducted each year. 

Executive chairman Eric 
Schmidt said more than 200 
Google staff have been work¬ 
ing on new ways to tackle the 
problem of child sex abuse im¬ 
ages in the past three months. 

"While society will never 
wholly eliminate such deprav¬ 
ity, we should do everything in 
our power to protect children 
from harm,“ Sehmidt wrote in 
the Daily Mail newspaper. 

He added: "We've fine- 
tuned Google Search to pre¬ 
vent links to child sexual abuse 
material from appearing in our 
results" 

The restrictions will initially 
apply to English-speaking 
countries but will be expanded 
to the rest o f the world and 153 
other languages within six 
months. 

Microsoft, winch owns the 
Bing search engine, has also 
stepped up action against on¬ 
line child abuse in recent 


months and 1 1 weleome d M on - 
day's Internet safety summit at 
Cameron's Downing Street of¬ 
fice. 

1 1ncreased collaboration 
(with government and industry 
bodies) is the best way to 
combat tins vile content," a 
sp eke sman for the te child o gy 
giant said. 

Microsoft has developed 
and shared its picture detec¬ 
tion technology winch helps 
prevent banned images being 
duplicated across the web, 
while Google is also testing 
new ways to identify videos of 
child sex abuse. 

Warnings have been added 
to more than 13,000 search re¬ 
sults making clear child sex 
abuse is illegal, Schmidt said, 
while botli Google and Mi¬ 
crosoft have stopped auto- 
complete features from 
offering child abuse search 
terms. 

The Internet summit comes 
just days after police in 
Canada revealed they had ar¬ 
rested 3-41 people around the 
world, including teachers and 
doctors, following an investi¬ 
gation into a child p om sate. 

Authorities seized a vast 
amount of data, including hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of images 
and videos detailing "horrific" 
sexual acts against children as 
young as five 

But the British government 
has been pushing for action 


since the summer, after two 
high-profile child sex murders 
in which the killers were found 
to have searched for chdd pom 
online. 

In July, Cameron threatened 
to introduce legislation to 
block access to illegal images 
if search engines failed in their 
‘moral duty" to do it voluntar¬ 
ily 

"Since then, we have 
worked closely with both 
Google and Microsoft and they 
have made significant progress 
m preventing child abuse con¬ 
tent from bang returned," the 
prune minister said ahead of 
Monday's summit.

Some experts warned that 
the reforms will not stop pae¬ 
dophiles sharing images on the

"They don't go onto Google 
to search for images. They go 
on to the dark corners of the 
Internet on peer-to-peer web¬ 
sites," said Jim Gamble, for¬ 
mer head of the police-linked 
Child Exploitation and Online 
Protection Centre.
